The call was immediately 
tran sferred to the Crimin al 
Div ision which in tu rn n otified 
firemen , police said. 
The “501 Bu ildin g ” is locat­ 
ed at 501 No. lOth an d is 
u sed as part of th e NU’s 
chemical laboratories.

Dr. Martin Luth er King’s 
life and work took h im into 
th e nation’s gh ettos and into 
gilded 
h alls 
occupied 
by 
presidents. 
Wh atever 
h is 
surround­ 
ings, h e remained a man of 
simple 
dignity 
and 
rare 
eloq uence. 
His 
death 
in 
Memph is 
ended a career of accom­ 
plish ment, setback and. in­ 
evitably , controversy . 
He wa s bo rn Ja n. 15, 19 20 , 
into the fa mily o f a Ba ptist 
minister in .\tla nta . 
Dr. King remained stead­ 
fast to h is declaration: 
“ We only make our stand 
on 
h igh 
moral 
principles 
wh ich affect th e lives of our 
people. If th is results in vio­ 
lence, we accept th is.” 
"Nonviolent protest is th e 
most effective weapon of an 
oppressed people,” Dr. King 
said on several occasions. 
In th e face of every provoca­ 
tion. h e counseled against 
violence. 
In 196.1, during a six -week 
civil righ ts siege of Bir- 
ingh ani, Ala., Dr. King re­ 
mained loy al to h is personal 
ph ilosoph y . Insiders said h e 
seldom lost h is stoical calm, 
even wh en h e went for 3^2 
day s virtually with out sleep. 


It was commonly observed 
th at under a core of iron- 
tough belief, h e remained a 
gentle man in spite of th e 
wh ips and scorns of 
eir- 
iumstanc.e. 
At first meeting, persons 
remarked th at h e was a 
friendly man. a ready talk­ 
er. a man wh o doesn’t waste 
a minute- but not a strik­ 
ing personality .

Possibly some day tliere will be a reali­ 
zation that Dr. King was that sort of a lead­ 
er though rejected by great numbers of the 
white community. President Johnson did not 
refer to Dr. King as a great civil rights lead­ 
er or a great Negro leader but as an "out­ 
standing” leader who had tried to do so 
much "tor the land he loved so well.” 
Dr. King jolted the white conscience and 
as a result was hated by some and revered 
by many. He became the advocate of non­ 
violent demonstrations when legal procedures 
produced very limited results. Yet his meth­ 
ods did not bring about social gains and the 
economic gains were slow — so slow that 
young Negroes became impatient and many 
joined more militant groups.

Dr. 
King remained respected and 
trusted by the great majority of his race. 
As one of his friends said, he led the 
common people. This "outstanding leader” 


bought time for "white” America — time 
which was dissipated, or used too leisure­ 
ly. Now this great American is dead—a 
martyr.

How much time, if any, is left for ful­ 
fillment of the .American dream—the United 
.States, as the land where all men, regard­ 
less of race, color or creed, can find equality 
and iustice. 
"Black” Americans will dishonor tlie mem­ 
ory of Dr. King if their reaction is one of 
violence. 
"White” Americans will have learned noth­ 
ing if tlieir response is merely one of armed 
defense. They have a great opportunity to 
respond with meaningful memorials to the 
man who lived by the code of non-violence 
and died by the violence he tried to avoid. 
Housewives can make their memorials 
by telegrams to their congressmen asking 
that they pass the civil rights bill. Nebras­ 
kans have a member of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives — Dave Martin. Third District— 
who is on the Rules Committee where the bill 
is now bottled. 
Business can offer memorials in the form 
of jobs, colleges can give scholarships, cities 
true open housing.

Let .America’s shame spur It to action 
and new attitudes before the nation be-

camps. Let this be the form of mourning 
for Dr. Martin Luther King, who made 
the supreme sacrifice.

The Senate’s about-face on tax exemp­ 
tions lor industrial development bonds, what­ 
ever concoction of motives may have inspired 
it, at least leaves the lawmakers headed in 
the right direction.

After voting two days earlier to 
prevent a Treasury ruling ending the 
bonds’ tax privileges, the Senate sud­ 
denly voted to end them Itself. If the 
House agrees, states and municipali­ 
ties will no longer be able to issue tax- 
exempt bonds to build facilities for 
local industry, a device some towns 
have found useful for bribing industry 
to locate nearby. 


We can conceive of no public purpo.se 
served by this loan of tax exemptions to in­ 
dustry. The constant effort of states and 
cities to wrangle industry from one another 
IS moderately foolish to begin with; the gen­ 
eral economy is better served if plant loca­ 
tion decisions are based on sounder reasons 
than the availability of subsidies. 
The competition becomes still more foo­ 
lish when every state offers the same sub­ 
sidy. 
It may at one time have been true that, 
as Senator J. W. Fulbright argued the other 
day, the bonds "let the poor states have 
some chance to compete with the rich ones 
in industrial development.” But now that the 


bonds have 
been authorized in 41 states, 
it’s 
hard to see they amount to anything but an 
outright subsidy to the business involved.

Someone, naturally, must pay for 
this generosity. Since the amount of 
such bonds issued has increased to 81.5 
billion last year from $70 million in 
1960, the drain on federal tax collec­ 
tions is rapidly becoming substantial. 
*

Beyond that, the industrial development 
bonds have crowded the municipal bond mar­ 
kets, making it more expensive lor cities to 
issue tax-exempt bonds for bona fide public 
purposes such as schools or sewers. 
The margin between rates on exempt 
and non-exempt bonds have diminished re­ 
cently, and one of the key factors in the 
Senate’s change of heart may have been a 
warning from the National Association of 
Counties that growth of the issues "poses a 
disastrous threat to the entire state and local 
government bond market.” 
The Senators evidently got the word that 
the bonds are no longer as popular with the 
powers back home as they once were. We can 
hope that the same word will reach the 
House conferees who now must approve the 
provision.

If so, the lawmakers will demon­ 
strate that they do have, at least now 
and then, the ability to curb a pointless 
subsidv.

The U.S. Treasury 
last week paid almo st S Wo 
o n an o bligatio n backed by 
the go v ernment’s full faith 
and credit while co upo ns o f 
1 % were placed o n co rpo ra­ 
tio n bo nds which are rated 
“ AA” and w h i c h can’t be 
called in fo r at least fiv e 
y ears. Mo rtgage rates in the 
7 -8-9% range are co mmo n­ 
place. 
If the Vietnam war begins 
to wind up, lo an rates as 
steep as this wo n’t last. If 
y o u must pay them because 
y o u must hav e mo ney , pay 
them fo r as sho rt a perio d 
as po ssible.

'This p ractice was described 
as one abandoned long ago 
by other states as archaic. 
It was labeled dlscriminatorv 
since many more mentally 
retarded liv ing In the com­ 
munity are not sterilized. 
The attack on the law was 
initiated by Allen McElrav y , 
the institution’s social work 
serv ices director and father 
of a resident, in his testimony 
before 
the 
Gov ernor’s 
Be­ 
atrice State Home Study Com­ 
mittee on Mental Retarda­ 
tion. 
M cElrav y ’s 
request 
that 
the committee include a rec­ 
ommendation that the law be 
banned from the statutes in 
its 
forthcoming 
rep ort 
re­ 
ceiv ed strong sup p ort from 
the room of sp ectators. 
Not Necessary 
Gov ernor 
Norbert 
Tie- 
m an’s administrativ e a i de . 


Clay ton Yeutter, who attend­ 
ed the p ublic hearing, said 
legislativ e action to remov e 
the law might not be neces­ 
sary . 
He p ointed out the recent 
constitutionality test case be­ 
fore the State Sup reme Court 
still Is not comp leted. 
After Judges handed down 
a four-three ruling that the 
law was unconstitutional, the 
attorney for the test case 
asked for a reconsideration. 
He based this request on t h e 
fact 
four judges agreed it 
was unconstitutional but It 
takes five objecting votes to 
hold a law unconstitutional. 
The defending lawy er will 
take the case to the federal 
courts if the State Sup reme 
Court does not rule steriliza­ 
tion unconstitutional at Be­ 
atrice State Home.

Aside from the discrimina­ 
tory asp ects of the p ractice, 
McElrav y told the study com­ 
mittee sterilization p roceed­ 
ings at the home hamp ers re­ 
lease of many p atients.

Many’s the Lincolnite who has b een caught unawares 
in Troy, N.Y., when a little, silv er-haired man pulled up 
alongside his car and started talking ab out the Capital 
City. 
The inquisitiv e senior citizen is Channing Mann. Some 
people chase fire engines. Chan Mann goes after Lancaster 
County license plates. 


“ My wife thinks I’m cra zy ,” sa y s the 7 6-y ea r-o ld na tiv e 
Linco lnite who ha s liv ed In New Yo rk Sta te fo r mo re tha n 
ha lf a century . “ I cha se o ne o f tho se pla tes ev ery time 
1 see o ne. And, y o u kno w, o f a ll the ca rs I’v e ca ug ht, 
o nly two didn’t kno w a ny o ne I kno w In Linco ln.” 


Around 1910 there weren’t many here who didn’t know 
or know of the Mann b rothers — Chan, Les and Jim . 
All were good athletes. And Les, who went on to play 
major league b aseb all for 16 years, is recognized as the 
greatest athlete in Lincoln High history. 


Not Too Bad 


Chan and Jim weren’t too b ad either. Both could throw 
their mitts on the diamond with the b est of them . . . 
Just like Les. And now Chan, who serv ed more than 40 
years as an administrator, teacher and coach in the Troy 
pub lic schools, is writing a b ook ab out the “good old 
days” of b aseb all in this area. 
Chan says he owes a lot to b aseb all and one of the 
b iggest deb ts is losing his real first name—Chauncey. “The 
kids didn’t want to call me that,” Chan recalls, “ so that 
started me using Chan or Chance or Channing and I’v e used 
it ev er since.” 


The ma in pro blem in tho se da y s, Cha n cited, wa s the 
la ck o f equipment — na mely ba ts a nd ba lls. Tha t’s where, 
In the Ma nns’ ca se, It pa id to ha v e fo ur sisters. 


“ You know how we would make a b all?” says Chan. 
“ We would take one of those long stockings our sisters 
wore and wind it and b ind until we had a good one. 
Then we’d knock a slab off a fence and play b all.” 
This, of course, was b efore the halcyon days of the famed 
“Nickel Rocket.” 


It Changed the Game 


“That was the first b aseb all anyone around here could 
•fford,” Chan continued. “ It was so nice that we used a 
special b at with it — the spoke out of a wagon wheel.” 
The “Nickel Rocket,” so to speak, propelled Les and 
Chan into the MINK League at Neb raska City. From there 
Les went on to the b ig time. 


One o f Cha n’s reg rets is tha t bro ther Jim nev er g o t 
a cha nce to sho w wha t he co uld do . Jim died in Wo rld 
Wa r I. He ba d pla y ed with semi-pro tea ms a t Greenwo o d 
a nd fo r Bra ndéis befo re entering the serv ice. 


“He was three years older than m e,” noted Chan, 
“ and he was the b est b all player of the three of us.” 
Les died of a heart attack in California six years ago. 
“ I’m the only one left now,” Chan reflected, “and I 
hope this b ook will tell people how much fun we had in 
those days,”

Faces Op p osition 
Norman A. Otto of Millard, 
bo a r d chairman, said he 
would sup p ort the idea but 
acknowledged it faces op p o­ 
sition from some members. 
In the p ast, the six-member 
board has sp lit down the mid­ 
dle on similar issues. Sup ­ 
p ort has come from Otto, 
Frank Landis of Lincoln and 
R o be r t Simmons Jr. of 
Scottsbluff. Dissenting have 
been Allen P. Burkhardt of 
Norfolk, 
John Wagoner of 
Grand Island and Lloyd V. 
Wright to Reynolds. 
No matter what the o ut ­ 
come this time, State Sen. 
Calista 
Coop er 
Hughes 
of 
Humboldt

sp onsor legislation in the 1969 
U n i c a m e r a l authoriz­ 
ing forced redistricting. She 
p redicted it would receive 
favorable consideration. 
“P a r e n t s are becoming 
disenchanted with the p res­ 
ent setup ,” Sen. Hughes said. 
“They are in a mood to co­ 
op erate.” 
Now Voluntary 
School consolidation is now 
voluntary in Nebraska, al­ 
though the State Education 
Dep artment actively encour­ 
ages formation of kindergar- 
ten-through-grade 12 systems. 
Nebraska has 1,744 op erat­ 
ing school districts this year 
— more than any other state. 
Miller, Otto and Sen. Hughes 
said the number should be 
cut way down. 
Op p osition 
to 
mandatory 
s c h o o l reorganization has 
come from rural areas where 
many one-room schools still 
exist. Rural school group s 
argue comp ulsory legislation 
would result in erosion of lo­ 
cal control. 
S t a t e Education Dep art­ 
ment statistics show t h a t 
82.2% of all p ublic school chil­ 
dren in Nebraska already are 
enrolled in relatively large 
kindergarten-through - grade 
12 districts. The other 17.8% 
attend smaller schools in non­ 
unified districts. 
‘Way Paved’ 
Otto said enactment of the 
sales-income tax and state 
aid to school laws by the 
1967 Legislature “p aved the 
way” for mandatory redis­ 
tricting. 
“I have worked on school 


district reorganization since 
1955 and have always felt we 
must eventually move In this 
direction If we hop e to come 
up with a quality education 
p rogram,” said Otto, a for­ 
mer state senator. 
“It’s lime to stop talking 
and start acting.” 
Sen. Hughes said the re- 
districting legislation would 
be based on a study currently 
being conducted by Dr. Ralp h 
Purdy, chairman of the De­ 
p artment of Educational Ad­ 
ministration at Miami (Ohio) 
University. 
Surveying 
Dr. P u r d y is surveying 
school 
district 
organization 
in Nebraska and other Mid­ 
west states under a coop era­ 
tive state-federal p rogram. 
“We need to p rovide great­ 
er 
op p ortunities 
for 
o u r 
youngsters to obtain quality 
education by broadening and 
facilitating access to excel­ 
lent schools,” Sen. Hughes 
said. 
Miller and Otto said schools 
should be given a maximum 
of five years to comp ly with 
any mandatory redistricting 
law. 
They also said such legis­ 
lation should require unified 
K-12 school districts, include 
broad guidelines to be fol­ 
lowed in establishing the dis­ 
tricts and p rovide for maxi­ 
mum local involvement. 
Miller also said he would 
ask the board to go on rec­ 
ord in sup p ort of the 1967 
State School Aid Act and its 
money distribution formula. 
Under the act, state funds 
are allocated on a student 
p op ulation and land valuation 
basis. A year ago the board 
indicated its p reference for 
a strict school census ap ­ 
p roach.
